Today we hear people raising the 
same hue and cry about shoddy labor 
and materials that have been slivered 
off to the minimum thickness and 
strength It is & common topic of 
conversation among home builders, Al- 
ways the masons seem to have given 
poorer and poorer services Always 
the Carpenieis have become less and 
less skillful The thickness of the 
walls has steadily grown thinner and 
thinner and the roof and floor timbers 
have grown lighter and lighter 

Now there ls much to support this 
point of view, but it is also true that 
in large part this growling about poor 
construction is due to the natural pro} 
gressive development of construc. 
Lion Changed midilions are always 
presenting themselves in human nate 
ure, which does not seem to change 
If we follow the historical growth of 
ideas about construction down through 
the ages, we will notice one very mar- 
ked tendency This Is a development 
of the economical use of building mai- 
erlaly and labor Each generation 
does build with lighter construction 
and less labor, bul this is because the 
previous generation built with over- 
heavy construction and with over-ex- 
penditure of labor This light and

Families ran 590, 
and 2,224 Single Work- 
ers Established in West 


Vive hundred and ninety famille 
were placed on farms for training, or 
were settled on the own holdings by 
the Canadian railway companies since 


the beginning of the year, while, ac- 
cording to the figures available, 2,22 
single farm laborers have also been | 


placed in the Edmonton district, 

The families placed for training will 
be settled on thelr own holdings next 
year under the different colonization 
schemos operated by the railways 

The Canadian National Railway 
colonization department settled on 
their own holdings, 18 preferred fami- 
lies and 68 non-preferred, and also 
settled 1,470 farm laborers, 

The number of families settled on 
farms for training by the Canadian 
National was 158, of whom 74 were 
from preferred countries 

Canadians Return 

As well as this settlement 1,652 Can- 
adians migrated from other provinces 
in Canada or returned from the 
United States and went into the Peace 
River country, These families have a 
collective capital ef 1,651,720 

American land-seekers through the 
Canadian National colonization office 
are stated to be 135, all of whom have 
located in the Peace River, and Grande 
Prairie districts, 

Thirty-four British families were 
placed on farms for training under the 


Canadian Pacific Railway cottage 
acheme, while 47 familles from the 
anme country were placed on their 


own holdings in Northern and Cent- 
tal Alberta, The number of farm ja- 
borers placed by the Canadian Pacl- 
fic railway numbered 425, oll of whom 
were of British extraction 
Soclety Settlements 

The Edmonton Coloniation Society 
co-operating with the Canadian Pa 
cifle Rallway, placed 187 continental 
families on 
of the immigration season, and also 
placed 41 domestics, A number of 
French-Canadians have been repatr! 
ated from the United States through 
he agency of this society 

Setulement by the Lutheran Immil- 
gration board, also working in co-oper- 
ation with the Canadian Pacific Rail 
way, numbered 39 families, 265 farm | 
laborers and 23 domestics 

The Canada Coloniation Company
